‘ MEDICINES: 
A NEW COMMITTEE. - 


| The Minister of Health has 
appointed a cammittee to con- 
sider'and advise on the legislative 
and administrative measures to 
be taken for the effective cantral 
of the quality and authenticity of 
such therapeutic substances 
offered for sale to the public as 
cannot be tested adeqately by 
direct chemical means. 


The committees consists of tha 
following members — 

Sir Mackensia Chalmars (chair- 
man); De. H. H. Dale (head of 
Dapartment of Blochemistry and 


}Pharmacology onder Matical 


Research‘ Council); Dr. G.AP. 
MoCleary, matical officer, 
Ministry of Health: Mr. a.

Tn 3912 a Select Cammittee of 
the Housa of Commons on 
Patent Medicine was appointed. 
In its report, issued in August, 
19M, it summed up the, legal 
position in regard to patent 
medicines in the following 
sentence :- 


“For all practical purposes 
British law i3 powerless to pre- 
vent any person procuring any 
drug. or taking aby mixture, 
whether potent or without any 
therapentical activity whatever 
(so long as it doea not contain a 
schedoled poison), advertising iz 
in any decent-terms as a cure 
for any disease or ailment, re- 
commending it by bogus .testi- 
monials and the invented opinions 
and farsimile signatures of 
fictitions physicians and selling 
itunder ans name he choosea, 
on the pagmant of a small Stamp 
duty. for any price he can per- 
suade acredulous public to pas.”

Mr. Kinnear, the library’s latest 
benefactor, had spent 50 years in 
China (ar Foochow and Shang- 
hai, and was in reeent years 
chairman of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, Shanghat.

HONGKONG AND PREFERENCE. 


The information contained in one of yesterday's telegrams to 
the effect that Hongkong, amongs: other Colonits. has been sounded 
with regard to the practicability of Imperial Prefesence, and that 9 
reply has been given stating that such a stepis not necessary, will 
come as news to most people here. Inasmuch a~ Hongkong ig not 
a big producing tr manufacturing centre. Imperial Preference is 
obviously not required for the Colony. We are mot in the position 
of our great self-governing Dominions which are to be counted 
amongst the world’s greatest producers both of raw material and 
manufactures and whose leading statesmen, have long advocated 
preferential tariffs,so arranged as to give them 4 pull in British 
markets over foreign competiters, Hongkong is. after all. a ware- 
house,-s distributing centre for gouds coming into and going ont of 
China, ard therefore forall practical purposes its interest in Im- 
pekial Preference must be confined to watching its application to 
othez parts of the Empire. “ 

Tnasmoch as Hongkuns has practically nothing needing pro- 
tection from foreign competition, it follows tha’ it cannot desire. for 
ita own sake, the adoption of preferential tariffs by the Colony. 
Equally, if we look at the matter from the standpoint either of Great 
Britain or the big exporting British Colonies, we shall find that the 
concession of preferential duties by Hongkong would, in the long run, 
be detrimental to Hongkong asa tradingcentre. If we were toallow 
British gooda to come inte the Culony on more favoured terms than 

_ the goods of other countries, we should soon tind that the Colo 
i find Hongkon, venient. dis 
iscouraged by the discrimination and would 
prefer some other port. What that would. mean to the trade'and 
revenus of the Colony needs no emphasising It would be’ a fatal 
policy. Hongkong has been made.’ aa a shipping and commercial 
centre, by the freedom of the port. - To interfere with that .woeuld be 
to court disaster. This fact is clearly recognised by business men 
and the Government alike; it is the one paint on which thay are in 
absolote agreement. The Government, thtérefore, has gigep the 
only possible answer to the Iiperial authorities as to the 
practicability of Preference as spplied to this Colony. 

Speakingbroadly, we are in sympathy with any wise movement 

' which will tendtoknit the Empire together in closer bonds. Woe 
can understand the viewpoint of those’ who argue that when it 
comes to a matter of commodities which the United Kingdom needs. 
and which can be supplied both by our Doniinions and foreign 
countries, preference should be given to the former. But to under- 
stshd a certain attitude is not necessarily to approve it. Weare 
rather inclined to think that, despite its imperfections, our Free 
Trade policy bas paid us, and that any undue interference with it 
might do far more harm than good. Preferences mean a curtail- 

| ment of competition, which is generally good for everybody. Ttius 
\ preferential tariffs might very well send up the price of commodities 
to the consumer and possibly also discourage output in the producing 
centre. We have just been told that Britain is dependent on exports 
for much of its wheat. “Possibly the Dominions can supply our 

“ reeds, but where would the consumer and the British farmer come 
in onder a system of preferential tariffs?- The former would doubt- 
less bave to pay more for his bread, whilst the latter would just as 
soon that his competitor was a foreigner as, say, a Canadian. So 
far as manufactures go, it may, later on, be Tecessary to deal with 
dumped foreign goods by legislative enactment: That is & question 
which will bo more acute when there is surplus production abroad, 
but that time has notcome yet: The Home Government has pigeon- 
holed its Anti-Dumpiny Bill for thetime being, at any rate. Perhaps 

’ it realises that onder the old Free Trade system the country is not

RUSS! . sO 

There seems to ba a deal of 
feeling being (Infused into the dis- 
casgions as to whether it would 
be politio for Great Britain and 
the athar Allies to open trade 
relations with Soviet Russia. 
Colonel Grettoa did not mince 
words in tha House of Commors, 
though ona can hardly under 
atand any man being anxiaus to 
perpatuate the presant state of 
isolation in which Ruasia finds 
herself. We have to admit that 
we did nof find Mr. Lloyd 
George's arguments in reply vary 
canvineing; ha seemed to adopt 
a tone of helplessness. There 
was just one part of his 
speech that appealed ¢o us and 
that was his reference to what 
would happen unlega the nations 
of the world soon succeed in 
restoring order. It is a matter of 
prime necessity that order should 
he restored and becausa of that 
we haartily” favour any sug- 
gestions that will tend to put 
Russia back inher place amongst 
tha recagnised Powers of Europe. 
Poland has not helped matters by 
her military mzasvres against 
the Ralsheviks, far it seems that 
by fighting the Rugsians with 
armed force we are only driving 
them further into an irrecancil- 
able attitude. If the Alhea 
think that Bolshavism is. in 
itself so evil a thing that 
they can never recoguise a2 
Gavernment professing it, then 
the only step is 
it effectivaly: but 
think tbat thes 
snificient influence over their 
own peoples to nullify the effects 
of any propaganda, if they think 
that there is no real danger, thea 
the only sane thing to do is to 
stop all aggressiva measures and 
met back to a peaceicl footiog. 
We a © inclined to believe that 
Ealshevism was an inevitable 
swing in the Russian pendulum 
after the peoples’ liberation from 
thrsidom and thst it-will only 
be a matter of time before it 
partially returns and approaches 
the narmal. Hf br opening up 
trade wecan draw the Russian 
people claser to the rest of 
Europe then by all means let us 
trade, and let us also tell Poland 
that her war for eastern 
boundaries has gone far enough. 
One would bave thought after 
five years” war that Europe was 
tired of strife and dissension, but 
there are still tnrbvlent spirits, at 
work, and it should-be the duty 
of the Allies to frustrate these 
an not pander to them. What 
she esteome of the discussion 
with M. Krasgin will be can only 
be guessed at, but we sincerely 
hope that it wil! be the beginning

BRITISH TRADE. 

The forthcoming British Trade 
Exhibition is being planned on an 
extensive scale and it is pleasing 
to learn that the Government 
i3 iptroducicg a Bill. providing 
£500,000. towards. the guarantee 
fund. Not.only in the interests 
of trade bat in relation to social 
and economic interests such 
showa as the one now planned 
are of decided value. British 
trada.can do with all the help it 
receives from tha Government. 
for there can. be no .question 
that the time is unique in 
trading opportunities. If pra- 
duction 2t Home can be main- 
tained aod even increased and 
suitable markets found for all 
products that ure surplus to 
England's own needs, then the 
foundations will be Jaid of a 
wondertul prosperity. The recent 
fierres -of -importeend=-erporss 
show that Britain’s trade is 
steadily improving. and it was 
interesting to notice from one of 
the cables to hand yesterday that 
French ‘production is also 
raviving. In fact, the figures 
were eloquent of the strides that 
French industry is making. Bound 
up witb the successful expansion 
of trade. is the proposed levy 
ou war wealth, and we are 
rather glad to see that the 
Government has decided to take 
no steps in sucha direction. We 
realise that a great deal of the 
war wealth waa ill-gotten out of a 
nation’s emergency, but we also 
realise that that wealth is msiniy 
eroployed in financing industries. 
To make alevy on wealth made 
in the five years of war would be, 
to a very large extent, to impose 
a levy on industry and that is the 
very last thing needed just now. 
A good many of those who ‘made 
|the money ought to be made to 
suffer the loss of it because it 
was wrong, either by profiteer- 
ing or cornering, out of « 
people who wore already suffer- 
ing acutely.

COMMENT ON THE HONG- 

KONG AWARD : 

Shippisg aml ~ Engiacering 
(Shanghai) bas tha following >— 
+ Afhac two months of waiting 
since the close of the arbitration 
casa that was held in Hongkong 
during March, the award has bean 
made and, by the telegraphic 
summary that has been cabled by 
Renter, it appears that. the 
captains, officars and engineers of 
what are known as the “outside 
ships have come off very well at 
the hands of tha arbitrators. 

The new scala of salaries 
awanried is’ published elsewhere: 
summarizing it, it is decreed that 
tha master af a veasel under 250 
tons grasa is to receive $305 per 
month rising to $570 per month 
for vessels over 2,000) tons. 
Chief (engineers will receive 
$300, riking to $500, chief officers 
and vecénd engineers #230 
rising to 8320, while second 
officers and third engineers are 
awarded a flat rate of §245 for all 
classes oof vessels and third 
officers and fourth engineers a 
flat rate of $235. ‘Where food is 
not provided,-an allowance of HO 
per month is to be made for coast 
ships and 825 for river-boats. 

It is too early yet to learn 
whether the award comea up to 
the fall expectation of the officers 
concerned, but in view of the 
handsome increases over the 
present scale that is being paid, 
it may be hazarded thar the 
award will be found satisfactory. 
It is known. that soma. of the 
more pessimistic did not eapect 
to receive any increase and, as 
the increas?s made are to be paid 
back from December 15, 1919, 
five days before the return of the 
officers to duty when the dispaote 
ceeurred. thers will be a band- 
some sum forthcom'ng in the 
way of back pay. . 

Comparisons with tha present 
rates are diticult owing to the 
‘Various salaries thar-were being 
paid in the ships and the fact 
that the present scale is based on 
the size of the vessel, whereas 
before the award was made, the 
only factor, governing rates wag 
the likelihood of obtaining a 
cheaper man. 

As nesrhy as can be ascertain- 
ed, the average size of the river 
steamers affected bz the awarrl is 
650 tons. which brings a vessel of 
this average tonnage into the 
class 501 to 700 tons. gross. The 
amount claimed for-2 master of 
this class af vessel was $450 
while the amount awarded is 
$335. Tle. therefore, receives 
nearly 7o per cent. of the amaunt 
claimed. His present pay is 
about $288 and he, therefore. 
receives an increase of S47 
per -month or nearly Wi 
percent. Chie! engiazers claim- 
ed $417 and receive $300 or 79 per 
cent: of the claim and an increase 
of $64 on their present pay. re- 
presenting 24 per cent. Chief 
officers and “second engineers 
receive more than was claimed. 
the claim having been 8235 and 
the award $290 an increase. over 
present salaries, of $15 or 29 per 
cent. As there are no second 
officera of third engineers carried 
in thesa vessels, itis not swarth 
while pursuing the comparisons 
further. 

In the coast sbips the increases 
bave been even larger, the salaries 
awarded being 84 per cent. of the 
amount claimed for masters, 80 
per cent. for chief engineers, 98 
per cent. for chief officers and 
secodd engineers and 98 per cent. 
for second officers and third en- 
ginecrs.. The juniors have, there- 
forp, fared better in every instan ze 
than masters and chief engineers.
